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AUL in his letter to the church 

at Philippi had a good deal to 

say concerning sacrifices and set- 

ting aside such things as would 

hinder them from being partakers 

of Christ’s suffering and also hav- 

ing a part in what he terms the re- 
surrection from the dead. 

“But what things were gain to 
me, those I counted loss for Christ. 
Yea doubtless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord: for whom I have suf- 
fered the loss of all things, and do 
count them but dross, that I may 
win Christ, and be found in him, 
not having mine own righteous- 
ness, which is of the law, but that 
which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is 
of God by faith: That I may know 


him, and the power of his resur- ° 


rection, and the fellowship of his 
sufferings, being made conforma- 
ble unto his death: If by any 
means I might attain unto the res- 
urrection of the dead. Not as 
though I had already attained, 
either were already perfect: but I 
follow after, if that I may appre- 
hend that for which also I am ap- 
prehended of Christ Jesus. Breth- 
ren, I count not myself to have ap- 
prehended: but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I 
press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus,” Phil. 3:7-14. 

“Blessed and holy is he_ that 
hath part in the first resurrection, 
on such the second death hath no 
power, they shall be priests of God 
in Christ and shall reign with him 
a thousand years,” Rev. 20:6. 

The resurrections are _ typified 
by the Jewish harvest. In Leviticus 
23:10-22, the leaders of God’s peo- 
ple gave to all Israel the laws of 
the harvest. When the harvest be- 
gan to ripen they cut down two 
handfuls and took them up to the 
priests and they waved them unto 
the Lord. This was called a wave 
offering. This was parched and 
kneaded and cakes made of it and 
taken to the temple for the 
priests. The fifteenth verse says, 
“Ye shall count unto you from the 
morrow after the sabbath, from 
the day that ye brought the sheaf 
of the wave-offering; seven sab- 
baths shall be complete:” 

We also find in Leviticus, 23rd 
chapter, that all Israel was not to 
rid the corners of their fields but 
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they were to be left for the glean- 
ings of the harvest. When they cut 
down the main harvest they were 
to make an altar unto the Lord 
and this represents the rapture cf 
the Church. The gleanings repre- 
sent the tribulation saints who 
give their lives for the gospel dur- 
ing the tribulation week. 

The first resurrection began 
when Jesus rose and will not be 
complete until the _ tribulation 
saints are raptured. The Bible 
doesn’t tell us just exactly when 
the tribulation saints will be rap- 
tured but we gather from _ the 
Scriptures that it will be after the 
two prophets are slain and _ their 
dead bodies lay in the streets three 
prophetic days. We find in Rev. 6: 
9-11, when the fifth seal was 
opened, “I saw under the altar the 
souls of them that were slain for 
the word of God, and for the testi- 
mony which they held; and they 
cried with a loud voice, saying, 
How long, O Lord, holy and true, 
dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on 
the earth? And white robes were 
given unto every one of them; and 
it was said unto them, that they 
should rest yet for a little season, 
until their brethren, that should be 
killed as they were, should be ful- 
filled.” We believe this is the first 
group of tribulation saints who 
are slain during the last half of 
the tribulation week. 

The next group is found in Rev. 
7:4-8. These are the Jews who are 
sealed by the Spirit and are kept 
by the power of God thru the trib- 
ulation week. The next group is 
verses 9-17, and these are all trib- 
ulation saints, whom the gleanings 
of the harvest represent. 

1 Cor. 15:20-23, “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them that 
slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the res- 
urrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive, but every 
man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits; afterward they that are 
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Christ’s at his coming.” 

Adam was a contrasting type of 
Christ. The first man Adam was 
made a living soul. He derived life 
from another, that is, God. The 
last Adam was a life-giving spirit. 
He was Himself the fountain of 
life and He gave that life to others. 

When Jesus came forth from the 
tomb He had power to bring those 
forth who had been victorious or 
lived up to all the light that God 
had given them in their day and 
dispensation. “‘And, behold, the veil 
of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom; and 
the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were opened; 
and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, and come out of 
the graves after his resurrection, 
and went into the holy city, and 
appeared unto many,” Matt. 27:51- 
53. If you notice in V. 53 it says 
they came out of the graves after 
His resurrection, proving that 
there is something coming out of 
the graves. Those who do not be- 
lieve in the resurrection of the 
body, certainly should be con- 
vinced by this that there will be a 
resurrection of the body, and body 
and soul will be reunited. 

We read ini Thess. 4:13-16, 
“But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye 
sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope. For if we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him. For 
this we say unto you by the word 
of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are asleep. For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of 


the archangel, and with the trump 


of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first.” 

We feel that the Scriptures are 
evidence enough to prove the re- 
surrections in their different or- 
ders. The first resurrection began 
when Jesus rose and will not be 
over until all the tribulation saints 
are gathered into God’s garner. 
This is a glorious thought and 
should stir the souls of all who ex- 
pect to be ready to meet Him. This 
is the next great event that Chris- 
tians should look forward to, and 
we feel the time is close at hand 
for this great resurrection of the 
Church.

ASYLUMS REFORMED 

Literary Digest, writing con- 
cerning the work of Clifford W. 
Geers, a graduate of Yale, who af- 
terward became mentally ull- 
balanced and passed hours of mis- 
ery in a straight jacket and was 
beaten to near unconsciousness, 
states that gradually his normal 
inind grew strong after treatment. 
He emerged with a passion to re- 
form the insane asylums, espec- 
ially the treatment administered 
by them. He borrowed $8,090 from 
banks to launch his campaign and 
organized his first society in Con- 
necticut, later making his move 
ment national. It is stated that in 
a quarter of a century it has con- 
ducted surveys of insane hospitals 
in some twenty states, paving the 
way for notable improvements. 
While in the asylum himself, in 
solitary confinement, he scratched 
over the door the _ inscription. 
“God bless our home which is 
hell.”” Perhaps here lies the secret 
of his recovery and the compas- 
sion-that led to his usefulness. Mr. 
3eers stated in his survey that a 
million boys and girls in public 
schools of America are likely, if 
present trends continue, to be- 
come mental casualties at some 
time in their adult life. Today ap- 
proximately 350,000 patients are 
under state care in insane hospi- 
tals, costing different states mors 
than $200,000,000 a year. Mr. 
Beers and psychiatrists associated 
with him believe that about half 
of these cases of mental disorder 
could be prevented by application 
largely in childhood. No doubt this 
is very correct and especially so if

there could be in their heart and 
mind some knowledge of God and 


the effectiveness of prayer as was 
the case of Mr. Beers. See that 
that boy or girl of yours or your 
next door neighbor has a chance 
to learn something about God.

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Introduction 


URING these days of evil 

pampering and uncertainties 
because of abounding evils, this 
kind of a subject is becoming 
rather unpopular among certain 
“worldly-wise fellows.” However, 
to the Christian it is the dynamics 
of inspiration and the door of 
hope. 

Text: “And I, if I be lifted up 
fron: the earth, will draw all men 
unto me,” Jno. 12:32. We have 
chosen this text, 1, because it re- 
fers unto the death of Christ by 
crucifixion; 2, because it also re- 
fers unto the _ resurrection § of 
Christ and His redemptive work; 
without which there could be no 
resurrection of the dead. The 
Greek word “hupsotho” here 
translated “lifted up,” was by 
many of the church fathers held 
to refer to both the lifting up of 
Christ, by death on the cross as 
well as unto His ascension. Such 
an interpretation is sustained, 
both by the action and definition 
of the verb itself, which primarily 
means exaltation, dignity, emi- 
nence, Jas. 1:9, coming from the 
Hebrew used in Luke 1:78; 24:49; 
Eph. 4:8; ete., and by the lan- 
guage “EK TAS GUS,” which lit- 
erally means “out of the earth.” 
Though used to signify the death 
by which he should die, the pur- 
pose of His death was also _in- 
cluded in the action: hence, the 
broader definition. Christ was not 
actually lifted up from the earth 
until His resurrection and ascen- 
sion, though it is generally under- 
stood that His lifting up only re- 
ferred to that of His death on the 
cross. The case of the verb is gen- 
ative and denotes source, there- 
fore, His resurrection and ascen- 
sion is most certainly here in view. 

Before Christ could actually 
draw all men unto Him, He must 
be resurrected from the dead and 
ascend unto the Father, from 
whence He shall come again to 
judge the quick and the dead. Je- 
sus when talking with Nicodemus 
said. “‘And as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever bélieveth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life,’ Jno. 3:14; 15. The same 
Greek word is here used as in our 
text. The lifting up of the serpent, 
implied an act of faith on the part 
of the sufferers before they were 
benefited ; accordingly we find here 
connected a definite act of faith 
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coupled with the lifting up of 
Christ before eternal life could be 
obtained. The whole scope of the 
redemptive scheme is portrayed 
in both the text and context. 
Christ’s Drawing Power 

The words “I will draw,”’ coming 
from “elkuso” is used in Jno. 6: 
44 to indicate the word of God’s 
redeeming grace. It is therefore 
particularly set forth that Christ 
had in mind the result of His 
death in providing grace for the 
whole world. This drawing power 
and means of provided grace was 
not available in its fullness until 
after His crucifixion, resurrectiou 
and ascension. Verse 381 indicates 
that the ability and power of 
Christ to draw men unto Himself, 
would be more powerful and ef- 
fective than the influence of the 
prince of the world. In the bruis- 
ing of Christ’s heel by the serpent 
on the cross, Christ bruised the 
serpent’s head. 

The judgment of this world pri- 
marily took piace on the cross, so 
far as sins are concerned, (and all 
the world stood guilty beforeGod) ; 
especially is this true of believers 
The Holy Spirit after Christ as 
cended was sent to execute judg- 
ment by reproving, convincing, 
and convicting of sin because the 
prince of this world had_ been 
judged, Jno. 16:8-11. Since the 
atonement was made at Calvary, 
the prince of this world has been 
cast out by the process and grad- 
ual increase of the truth of the 
gospel. When Christ sets up His 
kingdom the dragon, the devil, 
the serpent, will be cast into the 
abyss to deceive the nations no 
more until the thousand years be 
finished, Rev. 20:2, 3. 

Death was a Forerunner 
of the resurrection itself. Through 
death, Christ destroyed him that 
had the power of death, Heb. 2: 
14. It is thought ‘by some able 
commenters that the prince men- 
tioned in verse 31 is the angel of 
death itself and with this idea 
rabbinical writings are in accord. 
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When we discuss the thought of 
the resurrection of Christ, the ar- 
gument is at least half won, by 
the presence of death in the 

world. Universal death admits of 
the necessity and possibility of a 
resurrection of the dead and all 
nature testifies to the truth of it. 
If Christ had not died he could not 
have risenfrom the dead. The pow- 
ers of life versus death, necessi- 
tates death in order that there 
might be a renewed life. The great 
apostle Paul, when writing unto 
the Corinthians, says that “Christ 
died for our sins’’ and that He was 
buried, and that He arose again 
the third day. 1 Cor. 15:3, 4. Verse 
3 shows that this was the first re- 
velation of the gospel which he 
preached; i. e., that .Christ died. 
This was the basis and rockbed of 
the Christian faith, and hope of 
eternal life. 

The resurrection of Christ 
Ist, a completed summary of the 
work He had come to earth to do; 
2nd, it was a completed testimony 
of the voice of the prophets as 
evidenced in the Scriptures. These 
are perhaps Isa. 53:5-8; Dan. 9:26; 
Psalms 22; and Zech. 12:10. With 
such prophetic utterances Old Tes- 
tament types were in harmony, es- 
pecially the typical slaying of 
Isaac, Gen. 22. and the _ paschal 
lamb as slain. Christ referred unto 
these in Luke 24:25, 26. The 
apostles constantly affirmed the 
resurrection in their ‘gospel mes- 
sage. Acts 8:35; 17:3; 26:22, 23 
John 2:22; 20:9; 1 Peter 1:11. 
Jonah in the monster whale, 
compassed about with depths of 
the mountains. was used by our 
Lord as an evidence of His own 
resurrection, Matt. 12:40; 16:4. 

The Witnesses 

These consisted of Cephas, then 
of the twelve; after that He was 
seen of about five hundred breth- 
ren at once. After that He was 
seen of James then of all the 
apostles, and last of all He was 
seen of me also, as one born out 
of due time, 1 Cor. 15:6-8; Acts 9: 
5. Other evidences that bear wit- 
ness to the fact of the rising of Je- 
sus from the dead are: The stone 
rolled back; the story of the sol- 
diers who kept guard. These were 
paid to keep silent about the mira- 
cle of the resurrection, Matt. 28: 
2,15; the testimony of the an- 
gels, Luke 24:4; the testimony of 
St. Stephen, Acts 7:56; John on 
the lonely isle of Patmos, Rev. 1: 
13; and every other man or wom-

must that of His followers. He had 
known God face to face and had 
been with Him before the world 
was; He knew whereof He spoke, 
and He offered facts for the faith 
of His hearers. He had seen God, 
so also had they, for said he, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father also.”’ His life was to be to 
them the same sort of resource as 
He had access to in the life of His 
Father. And they that believed 
found it so. They were enabled to 
accomplish Herculean tasks, to 
meet and vanquish opposition of 
all kinds, to traverse seas and to 
work divers signs and wonders 
through faith in Him. And thus 
grew their personal trust. 

A dungeon or a sweet fellowship 
of believers was the same to those 
who went as heralds into all the 
world. They learned in whatsoever 
state they were therewith to be 
content. The sacrifice of all for His 
sake was joy to them. They suf- 
fered persecution gladly if it were 
“in His name.” Death was an un- 
mooring. To be absent from the 
body was to be present with 
Christ. It did not yet appear what 
they should be, but they had the 
assurance that they would be like 
Him, and knew that He had gone 
to prepare for them a city.¢ 

The final touch of the Great 
Teacher was added when He saia 
in the very atmosphere of Gethse- 
mane, “Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you.” This peace 
was not a special blessing for the 
apostles alone. It is for all who will 
secure it as indicated. The life of 
our Lord is before us in dependa- 
ble records, and its facts stand out 
as distinctly as though they were 
lived before us. The same _ facts 
they are that produced faith of 
old, and they will produce faith in 
those who seriously ponder them 
today. 

A story is told of one who of- 
fered a reward for the best artis- 
tic representation of peace. One 
painter produced a canvas on 
which a mountain lake was repre- 
sented in color. The water was

placid. There was no sign of mo- 
tion anywhere. This was his con- 
ception of peace. Another pres 
sented a landscape with the quiet 
of country life everywhere  sug- 
gested; cattle resting under the 
trees, sheep lying down beside still 
waters, fields of grain ripening, 
and the silent sun shedding its 
glory over all. A third brought a 
picture in which a cataract poured 
over a high precipice. So turbulent 
were the waters that the imagina- 
tion of observers seemed to catch 
the roar of falling torrents. Half- 
way down, in the very midst of it 
all, and at the water’s edge, grew 
a mountain shrub; and in _ the 
shrub was a bird’s nest, and on the 
nest a mother-bird brooding over 
her young. Which of these pictures 
could best be called “‘peace’’? Oh, 
that we would learn that peace, 
real peace, must come to us here 
in the midst of the world’s turmoil 
and strife! 

You, my dear friends, must real- 
ize that the Master looked beyond 
the upper room and down the long 
ranks of those who would believe 
on Him through the testimony of 
others, and to them He is ready to 
speak peace. A grave responsibility 
falls heavily upon you today. If the 
preachers, the Sunday School 
teachers, and the parents of our 
land will only be faithful, the 
knowledge of God cannot be lost. 
In the days of Hosea, as in our 
own day, the unfaithfulness of 
teachers did not, and does not, 
wholly exonerate those neglected. 
They had, and we have today, 
other means of knowledge. We are 
responsible for the use we make 
even of scant opportunities. The 
departure of the heart from God 
comes first. When one does _ not 
want to know it is easy to be ig- 
norant. Non-use forfeits. Peace, 
office, honor, opportunities of use- 
fulness, will be taken from us if we 
do not use, or if we misuse them. 

The great apostle to the Gentiles 
once said, “I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ for it is the 
power of God unto salvation, to ev- 
ery one that believes, to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek.” This 


great declaration is proof that sal-' 
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vation is universal. It is offered to 
whosoever will. God could reach 
down from the sky with His big 
long arm and rescue man from the 
eternal burning; He could have 
written His gospel in letters of fire 
across the sky, He could have sent 
His angel to some golden balcony 
somewhere above and had him 
preach in thunder tones the un- 
searchable riches of the glory of 
God; He could raise the dead _ to 
compel us into the narrow way; 
but He neither promises nor does 
any of these things. To His chosen 
disciples He said: “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.”’ The gospel is the 
power; if they hear not this, neith- 
er would they be persuaded though 
one rose from the dead. 

It was a mighty salvation that 
rescued Israel from the hand of 
Pharaoh at the crossing of the 
Red Sea. That was a great salva- 
tion that rescued these chosen 
people from the arm of the op- 
pressor in the days of Gideon. The 
return of the captive Jews from 
Babylon was a salvation that 
brought joy to the hearts of the 
faithful, but these salvations were 
limited in their benefits to a na- 
tion. It is your privilege to carry 
the message of universal salvation 
wherever you go. 

You must learn early in your ca- 
reer that you must deal gently 
with the erring; and try to know, 
as did Jesus how possible it is for 
bad men to become good; and may 
you realize something about how 
even the downcast and degraded 
long for love and sympathy, and 
how precious in the sight of God 
are these marred souls. And may 
you each day come into possession 
of more of the Christ Spirit, more 
of His gentle forbearance, more of 
His tender love. For the great task 
now lying before you, you _ will 
need an abundance of courage of 


the kindliest sort, in order’ that 
you might meet the trials and 
temptations of your daily lives. 


Sometimes it takes a loftier qual- 
ity of courage to speak the simple 
truth than to lead a battalion on 
the field of carnage. It is easier 
sometimes to stand before a 
loaded cannon than to confront a 
pointed finger. 

Christ is your pattern, and in 
Him is to be found the noblest ex- 
emplification of courage, the di- 
vine ideal of character. Never for 
one moment did His courage fail 
Him. No artist can ever do justice

MEXICO CITY 

En Route to Guatemala, C. A. 

You will see by the heading of 
this article that I am in Mexico 
City, the capital of the republic, 
which is located about 2,000 miles 
southeast of Los Angeles and is 
about two-thirds of the distance to 
San Cristobal, Totonicapan, Gua'- 
emala, which will be my first stop 
in Central America. 

My last writing was from Ma- 
zatlan on the Pacific coast. This is 
a beautiful city of some 30,000 in- 
habitants. It is just south of the 
Tropic of Cancer, the imaginary 
line around the earth which forms 
the northern boundary of the trop- 
ical or torrid zone. Mazatlan is in 
the same latitude as Havaia, 
Cuba, and is built on a peninsu- 
la with a series of rocky peaks ris- 
ing up on one side, with its great 
sea wall and ocean drive cut out in 
the rocky sides, which in places 
ascends some three hundred feet 
above the water with lookout 
places or gloriettes built atop some 
of the peaks which jut out into the 
sea. They may be reached by. ce- 
ment stairs, and concrete benches 
are permanently fixed where one 
can sit and rest and meditate. The 
other side of the peninsula is 
skirted by a broad sandy beach 
fringed about with hundreds of 
towering cocoanut palms, ele- 
phant-eared banana trees and va- 
rious other tropical growth, wav- 


ing idly in the breeze. A view froin 
this direction is really enchanting 
as the city spreads out against 2 
background of rocky hills, with the 
old-world — style of vari-colore.i 
stucco houses held in’ contrast 
with the natural scenes surround- 


ing. 
Mazatlan means “the place oi 
the deer.”” One of our natve 


preachers was here for a tme and 
held a meeting and set a Church 01 
God in order with around forty- 
eight members, but he later pe- 
came entangled with false doc- 
trine, left the city, and came out of 
the church; then the closing order 
came and now the folks have to 
meet in secret for worship outside 
the city proper. We have some 
good people here and a wonderful 
opportunity for service, once the 
restrictions are lifted. 

From Mazatlan to Mexico City 
is about seven hundred miles and 
we made the trip in two nights aid 
one day, traversing a part of the 
following named states, not in- 
cluding Sinoloa: Tepic, Jalisco, 
Michoacan, Guanajuato, Quereta- 
ro, Hidalgo, and Mexico to the 
Federal District. The first night’s 
ride took us across the tropical! 
plains to the City of Tepic which 
is situated on a table-land abort 
3,000 feet above the sea. It is also 
a place of great charm and histor- 
ic interest. Its cathedral dates 
back to 1750. It is the capital of 
the State Tepic and is noted for 
the climate of perpetual spring. 
The plateau is surrounded by high 
voleanic mountains. Here we 
stopped for breakfast and changed 
soldier guards, taking on twenty- 
two extra troopers with several 
thousand rounds of extra) emmu- 
nition in anticipation of trouble 
with one of the many rebel bands 
which are said to infest the wild 
region thru which we were about 
to pass. 

From Tepic on the route led us 
gradually upward and over some 


of the wildest and _ roughest 
country on the North American 
continent. It created a_ sort of 


“hair-raising” feeling as the train 
sped over bridge after bridge and 
thru tunnel after tunnel, for it was 
more like looking from the win- 
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dow of a giant airliner to view the 
strange and ever changing scenes 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
feet below, at the bottom of the 
deep barroncas or canyons. A stop 
of two hours was made in the City 
of Guadalayara, Jalisco, where we 
changed trains taking the National 
Railway of Mexico from there oun. 
Guadalayara is also noted for iis 
climate and is an agricultural cen- 
ter, It is the second city of the re- 
public in size, located on a broa'l 
plateau 5,000 feet above the sez. 
From there on gradual ascent 
was made to Mexico City which is 
more than 7,000 feet above the lev- 
el of the sea, being situated on 
the great central plateau. 

Before leaving Mazatalan far- 
ther behind, I should like to men- 
tion of my meeting with Dr. Kon- 
rad Von Shoech of Germany _ ili 
that city. He saw my name on the 
hotel register and looked me up. 
He is a naturalized American citi- 
zen tho having lived in Mexico for 
twenty-five years. Having met 
number of his friends in the United 
States, he was seemingly glad t 
meet me, and showed no little in- 
terest in my work. He also gave 
me some practical instructions in 
regard to the care of the body in 
the tropical climate, which was 
highly appreciated on my part. 

In the Aztec Capital 

Mexico City was formerly the 
capital of the great Aztec Empire 
and went by the name of “Tenach-- 
titlan’’ which in reality was an an- 
cient Venice since it was built in 
and about a large lake with a net- 
work of canals thru which boats 
of pleasure and commerce moved 
in an orderly manner much the 
same as do the autos and _ street 
cars of the present day. “Quetzal- 
coatl’”’ was the name of their chief 
god and if I have made no mistake 
in translating or interpreting, this 
diety is identical with ‘“Plummed 
(feathered) Serpent” of the Aztec 
legend. “Quetzalcoatl’” ruled su- 
premely in the minds of the Aztecs, 
as the following account of their 
religious institution goes to show: 
For example, the city proper was 
built around a central plaza or 
square.called the “Tecpan” (this 


_is where we got the idea of having 


a public or courthouse square). 
Within the “Tecpan” or rather 
around it were twenty-five temple- 
pyramids which alone required 
forty years to build. Each temple 
was surmounted with an image of 
its respective god. Within this 
temple enclosure were to be found 
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sundry fasting 
fasted), four 
one disk- 


five oratories, 
houses (Yes, they 
bowl-shaped stones, 
shaped stone, a great stepped-al- 
tar, a star column, seven skull 
rocks, two ball courts, (Yes, they 
played ball too. No wonder’ the 
“preacher” said there was “no new 
thing under the sun.” Please read 
the first chapter of Ecclesiastes in 


this connection), a well, three 
bathing places, two cellar-like 


rooms, a dancing pavilion or hail, 
nine priest houses, a room for stor- 
ing war material (an arsenai), 
work places, a prison for the gods 


of conquered nations, and many 
other places and things of lesser 
importance. The chief, or “Sun 


Temple.” consisted of a large pyra- 
mid rising in terraces with two 
three-storied temples at its top. 
The Aztecs tho great warriors, 
considered the dead as only beiag 
food for the vultures, therefore, 
they took captive all the prisoners 
of war possible in order\to provide 
sacrifices for their god of war. 
“Huitzilopochtli.” The human vic- 
tims were marched up the steps io 
the top of the pyramid where the 
heathen priests literally tore their 
hearts from their bodies with them 
still beating, feeding their remains 
to the flames. The walls of this 
temple were incrusted with dried 
human blood. The Aztec captains, 
thru mere sport on certain occas- 
ions, would give captives a “fight- 
ing chance” (?) by arming them 
with toy swords or spears, and 
shields, and marching them 
against picked Aztec warriors ful- 
ly armed. The one to first draw 
blood won out in the fray. If the 
captive lost he was marched up 
the steps to meet the fate of-his 
comrades gone on before. The 
writer is just back from a visit to 
the national museum where sever- 
al of these great stone bowls were 
on display, some of which hold 
perhaps a hundred gallons and for- 
merly held the blood of human 
victims, whose blood somehow 
was pressed from their bodies like 
wine from grapes. Time and space 
will not permit going into further 
details but I should like to give a 
brief description of the great Aztec 
calendar stone. ‘ 
The Aztec Calendar or Stone of 
the Sun 

I was so impressed by the sight 
of this great stone that I had to 
make the second trip to the muse- 
um to see it before I was satisfied. 
The rock itself is said to weigh in 
excess of 58,000 pounds. It isa 
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sort of hard volcanic stone and is 
around four feet thick with a 
carved circular face about tweive 
feet across. It has in its center an 
image of the god of fire over the 
sun, which sticks out its hands 
made of the heads of snakes; at 
the sides are claws which repre- 
sent the movement of space. As a 
whole it represents the sun on the 
zenith and its hundred or two odd 
signs and symbols are arranged in 
circles covering cycles of time and 
giving astronomical and _ historic 


data. It has a record of the de- 
struction of mankind by hurri- 
canes, volcanic eruptions, earth- 
quakes, and finally by a_ great 
flood. They had both civil and re- 
ligious years varying in length. 


These people unlike the pyramid 
builders of Egypt had no beasts of 
burden nor implements of iron or 
steel, so this stone was carved by 
stone implements, it requiring five 
years to complete the task. It was 
then transported miles over a 
marshy lake bed by man power 
and placed in the latter mentioned 
“Sun Temple.”

to His strong manly face. His 
fierce engagement with Satan on 
the mount of temptation, His 
flaming indignation in driving 
forth robbers from His _ father’s 
house, His fearless denunciation cf 
the hypocrisy of scribe and Phar- 
isee, His steadfast journey to His 
death on the old rugged _ cross- 
all are marks of His unfaltering 
courage, 

You must be faithful. There is 
no joy in life like that which comes 
from the consciousness of faithful 
service. Without faith it is impos- 
sible to please God; and without 
faithfulness faith is dead. The 
wife’s acknowledgment of the 
matriage relation between herseif 
and husband is effective only as 
she is faithful to her marriage 
vows; and our faith in the Father- 
hood of God is fruitful only as we 
are loyal and obedient sons of Je- 
sus Christ. 

By faith Abraham offered up 
Isaac. By this act of sacrifice is 
the character of his faith revealed. 
It passed from moral sentiment in- 
to an act of obedience, and in this 
concrete example Abraham found 
the testimony to his faith. Hence, 
faithfulness is the fulfillment of 
faith, even as Christ’s example 
was the realization of the law. The 
law pointed the way in which man 
should walk, and Christ walked 
therein. Faith is the soul’s secret 
attitude toward God, and faithful- 
ness is that secret relation made 
manifest. It was in making faithful 
use of all the light given him, that 
Paul maintained susceptibility of 
soul and reverence for God, the 
very nature to apprehend the hea- 
venly vision, and the moral cour- 

ge to follow in its light. To know 
the right and fail to do it, is to 
block the channel of further reve- 
lation. To regard the Church of 
God as the institution in which 
God’s will is to be made effective, 
and deny its soulful and enthusias- 
tic support, is a most unpardonable 
inconsistency in discipleship.

The evidence will admit of noth- 
ing less than a fact. Multiplied mil- 
lions of Christians throughout the 
entire world and who have graced 
the world with their presence at ail 
times since the crucifixion. witness 
to the fact of the resurrection of 
Christ. The most scholarly men of 
the ages have embraced the faith 
of a crucified, risen and ascended 
Lord; lived for Him and died hap- 
py. It is written in 1 Cor. 15:21 
that “by man came death.” This 
is an established fact by the pres- 
ence of universal death upon 
man and beast, upon foliage and 
all kinds of life; both zoological 
and biological elements suffer the 
same fate. Scientists and evolu- 
tionists cannot account for this 
fact, nor can they account for the 
presence of creation; how easy 
then is it for them who do not be- 
lieve the gospel to mock and 
scoff at the thought of the resur- 
rection of the dead. But here let 
me ask what have these gentlemen 
to offer a dying creation?
